W ashington, Dee. IT.—Tlie bouse ways 
1 and m eans com m ittee today authorized 
! a favorable report of tbe bill introduced 
| by K epresonialive Cooper, chairm an of 
| the insular affairs com m ittee, ameiid- 
i iiig lii- riiiiippine tiirtfi act so as to 
provide for a reduction of the tariff on 
products of the Philippines coming into 
the I’nited States to 2.j per cent, of the 
existing schedules. 


The bill further provides 
th at • the 
rates of duty which are to be levied 
upon Philippine products shall be less 
any duty paid upon shipm ents from the 
archipelago under the acts of the P hil­ 
ippine commission, also that all articles, 
the product of tlie Philippines, adm itted 
into the Cnited States free of duty and 
coming directly into the United States 
for use and consum ption here, shall lie 
exempt from any export duty in tbe 
Philippines. 


The D em ocrats sought to have am end­ 
m ents reported which would provide 
for free trade between tbe Philippines 
and the I'nited States but Ihe Hepub­ 
liean m ajority prevailed against them. 


The Republicans with the exception 
of one m em ber who desired more time 
to consider the measure: stood unani­ 
mously for a favorable report. 
Tbe 
D em ocrats 
recorded 
their 
presence 
w ithout voting on tlie m otion to report 
the bill. 


C hairm an Payne made a report to the 
committee. R epresentatives Richardson 
of Tennessee and McClellan of 
New 
York .submitted a iniiu.iit> i. poit in 
ivhich they say in conclusion: 


"A vote against the bill is a vote for 
-the m aintenance of the present rates 
of duty—75 per cent of those imposed 
by the Dingley law. 
A vote for the 
bill is a. vote in favor of reducing the 
rates imposed to 25 per cent of those 
imposed by the Dingley law. If the op­ 
portunity is offered we shall try to 
amend the bill; failing, being powerless 
to relieve Ihe country from wliat we 
believe to be an unconstitutional sys­ 
tem and as a choice between two evils 
we shall vote for the bill."

L I V E S T O C K C O N V E N T I O N . 


Kansas City will be the center of the 
live stock industry of the nation during 
the second week of January when the 
National Live Stock and the National 
Wool Growers conventions will be in 
session. 
From a business point of 
view, every stockman in the country 
should be in attendance and especially 
those interested in the movement of 
cattle and sheep. 


The Montana and Dakota ranges and 
many of the feeding districts of the 
central states have not been fully re­ 
stocked this year, and it is estimated 
that cattle and sheep men in these 
states are ready to purchase some­ 
thing like 500,000 head of stock for this 
purpose. 
During this week. Kansas 
City will be the national clearing house 
between the breeders of Texas, Okla­ 
homa, Arizona, New Mexico and Ore­ 
gon, and the range men and feeders 
of the north and Kansafi, Nebraska and 
Iowa. 
It will be here that contracts 
for spring delivery will ue made, and 
It is conservatively estimated that the 
volume of this business will not be less 
than $5,000,000. 


The secretary of the assocition has 
received advices from the various pas­ 
senger traffic associations that special 
rates have been made for the annual 
convention of the 
association which 
meets here on January 13. 


From all points west of Chicago and 
Decatur, 111., and St. Louis. Mo., to and 
including Idaho, Utah, New Mexico, 
Texas, Oklahoma, InSian territory and 
all of Arizona east of Williams, a 
round trip rate of one fare plus two 
dollars has been made. 
From Wash­ 
ington, Oregon and California points, a 
rate of $72.50 for the round trip has 
been authorized. 


From the territory covered by the 
Central association, including Indiana, 
Ohio, Michigan, southeastern Illinois 
and part of western Pennsylvania, a 
reduction of 20 per cent of the standard j 
fare has been mado. 


From all territory south of the Ohio 
and east of the Mississippi river, in­ 
cluding New York, Pennsylvania, Dela­ 
ware and West Virginia, a rate of a 
fare and a third for the round trip 
will be in force. 


Lines from Arkansas, Louisiana and 
southeastern Missouri have tendered 
basing rates, and no doubt but through 
rates will be established on basis made 
from other territory.

Broken Back but May Not Die^ 


John McGinniss, a patient at St. 
Francis hospital furnishes one of those 
strange cases which occasionally come 
to the attention of the medical pro­ 
fession. 
His back is broken and yet 
he still lives, in fact is holding his 
own in a desperate struggle for life. 
The attendng physicians are not yet 
able to say whether or not he will 
recover. 
McGinniss has battled along 
for 30 days. 
He has been operated 
upon and so far the operation appears 
to have been very successful but when 
it. is considered that the physicians 
say that it is only abowt one out of 
every 500 such cases tfoat recover it 
will be seen that the mfen is facing a 
forlorn hope. 


McGinniss was injured by an acci­ 
dent which he sustained down in ivan- 
sas early last month. 
He jumped 
from a moving train and struck against 
a switch post, collapsing in a heap. 
Examination proved that the spine was 
fractured and McGinnis« 
was 
even 
then regarded as practically a dead 
man. 
He was brought to Colorado 
Springs, however, and showed such 
a decided tenacity for life that an op­ 
eration was attempted. 
The opera­ 
tion was performed soifce weeks ago 
by Dr. Richardson, Dr. Hanford and 
Dr. Hutchings and was u very difficult 
and very delicate one, but it appears 
to have been successful. 


McGinniss is paralyze«?, from the hips 
down and even if he I’-jt well might 
be a cripple for the balance of his life, 
but his mere recovery wuuld De almost 
miraculous. 
He is a msn of about 40 
years of age and his htune is under­ 
stood to be in Fountain.

volumes. He w rote there some unread­ 
able books, painfully dragged from his 
brain, and the fru it of slow and careful 
com pilation. B ut his chief work lay in 
organizing the R oyalist party, in form ­ 
ing com m ittees in all the great towns, 
and in every departm ent, and in direct­ 
ing a news agency w hich he founded. 
He had sweet, gentle m anners, put peo­ 
ple a t their ease by his simplicity, show ­ 
ed him self kind and considerate to hum ­ 
ble neighbors,' and charitable to the 
poor. The R epublicans ever liked him; 
but they neither loved nor adm ired the 
Comtess de Paris, and saw’ in the Due 
d’O rleans a budding Rehoboam. 
The 
comtesse had the m annishness of her 
grandm other. Queen Christian, smoked 
big cigars, w as a first-rate shot, and 
could not be tired out a t a stag-hunt. As 
a housekeeper, her eye glanced every­ 
where. 
U nder no circum stances w as 
she to be argued with, and she gave her 
orders in the few est words and in an 
imperious tone. H er im periousness did 
not quit her as, four In hand, she drove 
to the great fam ily char-a-banc, to pic­ 
nics in the forest, or to the seaside. The 
bourgeois neighbors felt startled a t be­ 
ing told from her th a t they m ust under 
no circum stances forget th a t mem bers 
of the O rleans fam ily were princes and 
princesses, and entitled to be styled roy­ 
al 
highness 
and 
m onseigneur 
and 
m adam e la princesse. Exceptions were 
not to m ade in addressing the children 
of the Comte de P aris or of the Due de 
C hartres. 
This w as uncalled for, as 
French people are never fam iliar. 


The fam ily gatherings a t Eu em brac­ 
ed the different branches, and led to 
frequent balls, hunting parties, and pic­ 
nics. One of the cousin guests used to 
be the Princess Louise of Belgium, who 
has since been so unfortunate. 
She 
generally cam e w ith her husband, who 
Jiad the nam e am ong the cavalry offi­ 
cers the Due de C hartres brought to 
the chateau of being tre s galant. 
The 
betrothal of the Princess Amelie to the 
king of Portugal afforded a fine oppor­ 
tu n ity to dispense royal hospitality a t 
the chateau. 
A t the w edding of the 
P rincess M arie, the Comte de P aris w as 
pushed forw ard into appearing as a pre­ 
tender. JKa ¿ a d then under his roof the 


queen of D enm ark, the 
prince 
and 
princess of W ales, the duke of Clarence, 
and other royalties, and the duke added 
to the eclat of the fetes by falling des­ 
perately in love w ith the Princes H el­ 
ene. 


This trium ph led to .th e passing of a 
statu te to exile the heads of dynastic 
families. From the day in which the 
Comte de P aris took leave of his friends 
and p artisans a t Eu 
to 
em bark for 
Folkestone, Ku rem ained sh u t up. The 
farm and forest brought In a handsome 
income, but the heavy insurances on the 
chateau and the taxes m ust have g reat­ 
ly dim inished the profits. 


The N a tu re of J a p a n ’s L ead ersh ip in 
th e F a r E a s t. 


Although she entered upon ambitious 
responsibilities when she engaged in war 
with China, and threw off the swaddling 
clothes of youth when she negotiated her 
new treaties for the abolition of extrater­ 
ritoriality, she is now preparing to play 
a part in Asia more ambitious and more 
pregnant with responsibilities than any 
she has yet undertaken. 
Iier new role 
may be described as that of tho school­ 
m aster of Asia. 
In other words, recent 
events would indicate that Japan will be 
the chief influence to modernize China, 
to awaken Korea, to help Siam, and even, 
incongruous though it seems, to co-op- 
erate with Rus6ia in making eastern Si­ 
beria habitable and prosperous. The Jap­ 
anese army officer, lawgiver, merchant 
and general utility man seems to possess 
more all-round capabilities for bringing 
out what is best in his fellow Asiatic than 
any other national. The average Japanese 
understands thoroughly and completely 
the average Chinese, Korean and mis­ 
cellaneous Asiatic, where the European 
and American labors in mystery and ig­ 
norance. 
This is natural. The Japanese 
people are akin to other A siatics. They 
are probably of M alay origin, and so 
have racial sym pathies w ith the south­ 
ern A siatics. Their w ritten language is 
the sam e as th a t of China and Korea in 
its higher forms, and hence they have 
in this a bond of closer union th an any 
possessed by the C aucasian races. They 
understand the A siatic point of view, 
and this- is a m atter of cardinal im­ 
portance. They look a t E uropeans and 
A m ericans largely through 
the 
sam e 
glasses as gaze upon tthe rest of the 
Asiatic, peoples. 
They a r e ' not com­ 
pelled to reverse their m ethods of reas­ 
oning t ó ; appréc|ate how the' Chinese, 


K oreans and Siamese reach a conclu­ 
sion. They can teach <uid lead w ith a 
directness and efficiency th a t is la d in g 
am ong Europeans. In bringing out these 
com parisons, I do not m ean th a t the 
Japanese have not their w eaknesses 
and shortcom ings, or th a t in the com­ 
prehensive economy of the world they 
are in any w ay superior to the pro­ 
gressive races of Europe and America. 
They are, sim ply better suited to deal 
w ith their own kind, and they have ad ­ 
ded 
to 
th a t 
quality 
im m easurable 
strength by studying, adopting, and 
m astering, to a commendable degree, 
the influences th a t have done so m uch 
to build up the nations and peoples 
of Am erica and Europe. This argum ent 
is not a eulogy of Jap an ; it is a frank

At The Hague, conference that distinc­ 
tive quality of Dr. White, his utter free­ 
dom from any jealous sens«; of authority, 
and his willingness and wiMi to be as­ 
sociated with men of pre-eminent reputa­ 
tion, were finely illustrated. 
Thu Amer­ 
ican delegation at The Hague conference 
determined that, so far as the United 
States 
was 
concerned, 
this conference 
should be taken seriously; that 
there 
should be some permanent advantage fol­ 
lowing the deliberations, and that these 
should be embodied in a formal and bind­ 
ing agreement. This result, which was to 
be obtained almost at any cost, was the 
creation of

court of arbitration, depending, indeed, 
upon voluntary submission of controver­ 
sies, but over ready, and commanding 
greater respect than would be given to 
particular arbitrators chosen from time 
to time. The American delegation, feeling 
that the time had come when the United 
States might share in world affnirs of uni­ 
versal Interest, determined, through the 
exereiee of tact, of kindly consideration, 
and with the utmost frankness, together 
with moral pressure wherever necessary, 
to secure at least this one commanding 
result. 


Another triumph for the American rep­ 
resentatives was th at iu the adoption of

THE FATE OF THE PHILIPPINES. 
P 


RESIDENT SCHURMAN of Cornell university de­ 
livered ah interesting speech a t a meeting of the 
Nineteenth Century club in New York ou Thursday 
evening in the course of which he said: 


“It is now known to all who follow the course of 
the Philippine affairs i'aat the Philippines are the 
victim s of famine, pestilence, wholesale loss of farm 
anim als by disease, depression by agricultural de­ 
cline of the trade and disastrous derangem ent of the 
currency. 


“President Roosevelt has compelled u& to think 
again of th e Philippine problem. 
He recently stated 
th a t th e flag could no more come down in the Philip­ 
pines than it could In Alaska. 
W here the American 
flag goes it symbolizes the sovereignty of the people 
over whom it waves, and republican government. 
Hence, if the flag is to stay in the Philippines, Luzon 
and the Vizayas the logic of American political phil- 
" osophy is th at they m ust become states in thG union 
as New Mexico and Oklahoma and Alaska arc bound 
to be, 


“From the beginning, nature and history, but now 
• experience, too, cry out against the folly of the proj­ 
ect of Americanizing or Anglicizing the Filipinos. 
Recognize the men of Luzon and the Vizayans as fel­ 
low Christians, with rights equal to your own; cousuit 
their ideas anS sentim ents aud do what they want; 
and above all bear in mind th at no nation can raise 
another upwaru, but it can at most provide favorable 
conditions for it to stand upon its own feet and make 
its own m ark.” 


It is true that under the present Constitution of the 
United States the natural course of the Philippines, the 
Hawaiian islands and Alaska, as well as of any future de­ 
pendencies that may be acquired as a part of the national 
territory, is tow ards statehood. 
Recent decisions of the supreme court reeogaizc 1,1(5 
authority of the United States as a nation, to hold as a 
part of its territorial possessions islands or parts of a 
continent, for which congress has not established a iegu- 
lar form of territorial government, and*for which there is 
no prospect of statehood in the near future. 
B ut a t the tim e our Constitution was adopted there was 
no thought in the minds of its fram ers of any such condi­ 
tions. 
Then we possessed merely a narrow fringe of ter­ 
ritory along the Atlantic coast, and the wildest dreams cf 
the founders of the American nation would have been sur­ 
passed by the vision of a continental nation extending un- 
brokenly from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from the 
Lakes to the Gulf. 
But because the United States has reached a -itage in 
its development which was not anticipated by its found­ 
ers, and because the present Constitution of the United 
States does not provide a form of relation conducne to 
the best in te re st of the people of the islands and of our 
own country, are not good and sufficient reasons v. hy v, e 
should abandon the task of making the most of the op­ 
portunities that have come to us. 
In other woim{s , adm itting that statehood ts nut the 
best fate for the ifaiands, and that perm anent continuance 
as a territory is inconsistent with American policy and in­ 
stitutions, the task before us is to consider what arrange­ 
ment can be evolved th at will secure the desired result» 
in the largest possible measure. 
There is good reason for believing that the American 
Federation of States should be limited to the contiaental 
area of the North American continent. 
Puerto Ri-o ?s 
not suited for statehood. 
Neither is Hawaii, and neither 
are the islands ot the Philippines. 
But on the other 
hand, those islands and others that may come into our 
control and guardianship in the future may be of g-eat 
advantage to us, and we may be of great advantage to 
them in ways th at would not be possible if we were en 
tirely independent each of the other. 
There is no good reason why the theories and the 
system of our governm ent should not be extended in su< h 
a way as to perm it close relations to continue without 
subjecting ourselves and them to the disadvantages either 
of perm anent territorial vassalage or of complete equality 
in statehood with the present partners of the American 
union. 
Our present states are bound together in the fedeisl 
union upon the basis of m utual advantage, mutual 
sponsibility and common co-operation. 
No states ought 
to be adm itted that cannot bear their part and discharge 
their duties upon this basis. 
But the American nation as a whole and the individual 
states as partners in the federation certainly have a right, 
and they can if they choose to do so, exercise th at right 
through an am endm ent to their ’constitution, or by ’.he 
treaty making power without the Constitution, to enter 
into such relations w ith the peoples of other islands or 
lands as will be to their mutual advantage. 
Congress has the power to constitute territories accord­ 
ing to the accepted forms in such cases. 
And it has ilso 
the power, or power can be given to it, to constitute semi­ 
independent states bound to our own great union by w hat­ 
ever ties of m ut'i il advantage may be considered best for 
both, and possessing just as littie or just as much part in 
m atters concerning both parties as may be judged ex­ 
pedient. 
Congress has already taken action along this line m 
constituting the independent nation of Cuba, which is 
however, bound in peculiar fashion to our own. for which 
we h a v e ’ assum ed a definite responsibility, which is limit­ 
ed in its powers by considerations of our interests, and to 
which w e are pledged for definite m easures of protection 
and defense. 
W hen one considers the immense variety in the vela' 
tions to our federal government of Cuba, Puerto Jtieu 
Hawaii, the Philippines, Alaska the Indian territory and 
the D istrict of Columbia, it is certainly arriving 
strange conclusion to say th at the only alternative for the 
Philippine islands, is to be found in the choice between 
statehood and entire independence. 
T he Am erican people has an opportunity to show to 
the world a better course for bringing distant and unlike 
peoples into harmonious and just relations with each ^ther 
than the world has ever known. 
The case of Cuba may 
be the first step in a series of great successes along this 
line, and the Anal outcome may be the world-wide federa­ 
tion of m ankind for the purpose of securing the common 
objects in the m ost effective degree while preserving in 
th e fullest m easure local self-government and freedom of 
actioA. 
To do this is the central idea and principle oi 
th e Am erican republic. 
Our Constitution is the set oi 
rules 
applying this principle to our present territory 
under present conditions. 
B ut the principle itself is big enough t0 cover the 
world, and som e day it will do it.

THE ADVANTAGES OF SMALL POWERS. 
A 
BOUT the only thing that has been settled thus far 
in the Venezuelan controversy is that President 
Castro cannot be bluffed into submission by a 
parade of warships along the Venezuelan coast and the 
capture of the little gunboats that constituted the Ven­ 
ezuelan navy. 
There is no doubt that these two great 
powers of Europe, which are the greatest naval and the 
greatest military powers in the world, can easily crush 
out any resistance Venezuela can offer, but the interest­ 
ing question they are now considering is, How much 
will it cost to do this, and will it pay in the end? 
Venezuela ic in a position to put up a very spiteful 
fight. 
The country is mountainous, and it i? immensely 
distant from the allies’ base of supplies. 
It has no com­ 
merce to speak of and no interests that can easily be 
attacked. 
IT Venezuela i.s bent on resistance, even the 
occpj>ation of the capital might not bring her govern­ 
m ent to terms, and the position of the army of occupa­ 
tion would be a most uncomfortable one. 
It is the case of the Boers over again, with the impor­ 
tant difference that Germany and Great Britain do not 
have a free hand as the latter did in South Africa. 
The 
Monroe doctrine is always worth rem em bering and the 
allies have no present inclination to forget it. 
It would be very much better for Germany. Great 
Britain, the United States and for Venezuela herself if 
President Castro would listen to reason, pay the just 
debts due to the two European powers and henceforth 
resolve to observe all his country’s international obli­ 
gations. 
But if President Castro will not act reasonably 
then it is the turn of the powers to decide what they 
will do next. 
The progress of modern methods in w arfare gives an 
immefofie advantage to the defensive, and Venezuela may 
possibly be able to make the invading nations pay the 
price "that staggers humanity." 


good thing to have it understood in South America just 
what the Monroe doctrine does, and does not, mean. The 
United States certainly cannot assume the position of 
protecting the South American republics in all their vio­ 
lations of international obligations. 
They are indepen­ 
dent nations, and we have no control over them, and do 
not wish to have any. 
They must stand responsible for 
their own acts before 
the 
great 
powers of Europe. 
But this country has assumed the position that there 
must be no extension of the European political system 
to this continent. 
American territory is not a field for 
European colonization, and the United States will not 
perm it foreign powers to push their punishment of any 
American republic to an annexation or permanent occu­ 
pation of its territory. 
There will be no Egypt in South 
America. 
It is a very fortunate feature of the present South 
American situation that there appears to have been a very 
clear understanding between Great Britain and Germany j 
on the one hand and tho United States on the other, in 
regard to this m atter, and there is very little danger that 
this country will bo drawn into the quarrel, so long as 
it is a mere question of forcing Venezuela into a payment 
of her debts. 
But if Venezuela by resistance makes it a point of 
honor on the part of Germany and Great Britain to com­ 
plete the conquest of that country, and if other republics 
of South America become involved, that will be a dif­ 
ferent aud a much more dangerous m atter. 
If Germany and Great Britain had not believed that 
Venezuela would yield at a small display of force, pos­ 
sibly the dem onstration would not have been undertaken, 
and it is not surprising that now as events deepen in 
seriousness from day to day, the members of the British 
parliam ent are asking themselves anxiously: W hat is to 
be the outcome of it all? 
Is Great Britain to have an­ 
other Boer war on its hands so soon after the other one 
is closed?.

UNAMERICAN CONDITIONS. 


How much m ore energy is being used in tin- collec­ 
tion of claims against Venezuela than was ever exhibited 
in g e t t i n g money from Turkey.

S WAS expected by all im partial observers, the tes­ 
timony before the strike commission is bringing 
out the proof of a condition of affairs that is repug­ 
nant to American sentim ent and inconsistent with Amer­ 
ican ideals. 


The conditions of existence in the Pennsylvania coal 
fields were such »hat an honest and hard-working Amer­ 
ican citizen dimply could not earn a decent living fur 
himself and ins family, and the treatm ent of their em­ 
ployes by some of the great coal companies was not such 
as an American citizen has the right to expect from his 
employer. 


It is a well-known fact that for some years the only 
persons who were willing to stand the conditions in the 
coal mines were foreigners drawn from among the lower 
classes of immigrants, and that the coal companies have 
encouraged and promoted, as much as they dared to do, 
the immigration of this class in order that they might be 
able to secure workmen for the tasks that self-respecting 
Americans were not willing to undertake. 
It speaks well for the uplifting qualities of American 
associations that 
these 
degraded workmen who were 
brought into this country to do the work that decent 
Americans could not accept, became in a few years in­ 
tolerant of those conditions aud ready to risk suffering 
and privation in order to make their lot more nearly like 
that of workmen in other departm ents of labor. 
And it 
is certainly a very poor argument to Say that because 
these people are miserable and degraded and unable to 
lift themselve.-s up in the circumstances by which they 
are surrounded, that, therefore, they are getting all th e y , 
deserve and ought to be content in the low level in which j 
they find themselves. 
The report of the coal commission <'un hardly fail to 
show the justice of a strike that is so generally approved 
by public opinion, and it is hardly possible that the oper­ 
ators will be able io withstand the effect of the com­ 
mission's report. 
In fact, there is likely to be a very 
effective illustration of the working of compulsory arbi­ 
tration, even though the so-called “essentials” of incor­ 
poration of the trade’s union and legal machinery for 
enforcing the verdict of the commission are lacking.

HE HEAVY SNOWFALL of the past few days, added 
to that which descended in November and earlier 
this month, gives practical assurance of a plentiful 
supply of irrigation water for next summer. 
It is a well known axiom of the irrigation expert that 
an inch of snow in December is worth more than six 
inches in April. 
The winter snow packs firmly into 
the crevices of the rocks and the depths of the forests 
and forms a natural reservoir that keeps the streams 
and the springs running at full volume far into the sum­ 
mer, while the spring snow is apt to pass off as rapidly 
as it came, and has not opportunity to grow solid before 
it is attacked by the sun. 
It is reported from many sections of the state that 
the snowfall this winter, even before this latest storm, 
was larger than the total am ount th at fell in all of last 
winter. 
Especially from the San L uis'is it reported that 
fhe snowfall is heavier than it has been for seven years 
previously. 
The outlook is therefore most encouraging for next 
summ er's crops, and with an abundance of w ater in pros­ 
pect the farm ers of the state should feel encouraged to 
surpass all previous records in acreage cultivated and 
quantity produced. 
But they should not relax any of their efforts toward 
increasing the facilities of w ater storage. 
These should 
be such that the water may be saved not only from the 
wet months for use in those of drouth, but also to such 
an extent that the. surplus of a rainy year may be kept 
'or use when there is a deficiency in the annual snow 
fall. 
This is to a notable extents the 
condition that 
has been reached in the Colorado Springs storage sys­ 
tem, and it should be the object sought for by the agri­ 
cultural interests generally throughout the state.

HE GRAND JURY which was summoned in San 
Miguel county to investigate the killing of Manager 
Collins and other crimes and disorders has com­ 
pleted its session. 
It will be a m atter of general regret that the grand 
jury was unable to find any evidence establishing the 
identity of the author of this most foul and cowardly 
essasslnation. 
The indictment of the jury for this m ur­ 
der is directed against "John Doe,” and thus the indict­ 
ment will serve for use if the identity of the criminal is 
ever dscovered. 
In addition to this an aiiy ro o ^ ijjdictment, the grand 
jury found true bills against 32 men who were charged 
with crimes in connection 
t})e riot that tpok place 
at the SmuggJer-Unlon mine on July 3d, 1901. 
The grand jury was aleo ujjable to charge any certain 
Individual with assault with intent to murder James 
Phillips, or with the crimes attending the disappearances 
| of D. Barney or of Wesley E. Smith, 
j 
While it is a m atter of regret that the grand jury was 
! r.ot able to secure definite evidence in connection with 
these major crimes, it is to be hoped that the investiga­ 
tion of the charges in connection with the riot may result 
iit bringing additional knowledge to the authorities that 
may result in the punishment of the greater criminals. 
The fact of the prevalence of crime in Telluride and 
vicinity is too well established to be ignored, and now 
that the m atter has come formally before the courts, it is 
still to be hoped that all these m ysteries may be cleared 
up. and that the assassins and m urderers may receive 
the punishment that is their just due. 
It is reported that the sheriff will m eet with no opposi­ 
tion in serving the warrants, and that the Miners union 
will offer no organized resistance to the law. 
Certainly 
no reasonable person expected that it would do so. The 
i.nion may have disreputable and criminal members, as 
cices every other organization, but certainly no associa­ 
tion of American working men in Colorado would put 
itself in the attitude of condoning or approving such 
crimes of violence against person and property as have 
bten too common in the Telluride district.

THE HIGHEST MOUNTAIN IN NORTH AMERICA. 
Mount McKinley, the highest mountain on the North 
American continent was visited last season by Alfred H. 
Brooks and his party from the United States geological 
furvev of which Mr. D. L. R e tu r n was topographer. As 
r a« is known, this is the first time the slopes of the peak 
h . VP been reached bv white men, though in 1898 its altitude 
and moisture were determined from a distance by Robert 
Mnldrow of the same sui\e^. 
, 
The mountain is located ne;u- the western margin of the 
Ai-takan range, the general name given to the large moun­ 
tain muss \wiich separates the Yukon and Kuskokwlm 
waters from Cook Inlet drainage. It is a great dome-shaped 
mountain formed of intrusive rock, towering to an eleva­ 
tio n of over'20,000 feet above sea level. Though its summit 
vP ii hfs so high an altitude, almost four miles above tide, 
it nrotnbly is n<>t aa difficult of ascent us some other 
Alaskan mountains, for example, Mount St. Elias, because 
of i*ts relatively high snow line. As the seuson was well 
a d v a n c e d as much of liis Itinerary had still to be carried 
oi t and as it was no part of the original plan, Mr. Brooks 
rita not attem pt to pass the snow line, though this point was 
reached 
N o w that the location and height of the mountain 
h.‘ , he'en established by the exploration of the geologicul 
Mtji-viv travelers and individual explorers will doubtless 
«oon attem pt to reach the summit. In anticipation of these 
•ittemnts 
Mr. Brooks is preparing a description of the

NEW TOPOGRAPHIC SURVEY NEAR BOULDER. 
During the last season the United States geological sur- 
vev has been engaged in the topographic mapping of the 
rit«trict around Boulder, Colorado, under the charge of Mr. 
Frank Tweedy, topographer. The map of the district will 
consist of two sheets, 15 minutes in each direction, drawn 
an a scale of 1:45,000, and will include the towns of Ward, 
Boulder and Longmont. 
The westerly sheet will cover 
a coition of the east slopes of the Rocky mountains, while 
the easterly sheet will include a section of the plains region. 
In this general section gold mining has been developed 
extensively in past years, especially in the W ard mine dis­ 
trict- and though many of the mines have been idle of 
late years, miners of the region look for rich ores below 
those already worked and have requested a 
thorough 
scientific study of the area ty the geological survey. The 
eastern sheet is? of interest ns covering the new oil fields,' 
some of the wells of which have struck oil of superior grade. 
This area is covered with a number of irrigated farm s 
which draw their water from Boulder, St. W rain and 
Thompson rivets.

ALL N IG H T IN M IN ES. 


Hy A:-¿-eciatcd fixes. 


Scranton. Pa., Dec. 15.—The mine 
wofkers. after occupying 19 days in 
presenting about 160 witnesses, prac­ 
tically closed their case before the 
anthracite coal strike commission this 
afternoon. 
They will call one im por­ 
tant witness tomorrow morning. 
The 
afternoon session was one of the m ost 
im portant sittings the commission has 
yet held because the question of w heth­ 
er the close relationship of the coal 
carrying roads with the m ining com­ 
panies shall figure in the com m ission’s 
effort to adjust the controversy, cam e 
squarely before the arbitrators. 
T he 
decision of the commission, if C hair­ 
man Gray s rem arks can be so called, 
was briefly this: 


"That the commission in a general 
way. is adverse to w idening the scope 
of the investigation beyond the term s 
of the submissions of the m iners and 
the operators; 
th at in carrying on 
the investigation it assum es the coal 
companies can 
aiford 
to 
pay 
fair 
wages; that if the coal com panies, in 
presenting their side of the case m ain­ 
tain that they cannot afford to give 
an increase in wages then the com m is­ 
sion will hear w hat the m iners have 
to say 011 the ability of the com panies 
to do so and that if a business cannot 
pay fair wages (he em ployer ought to 
get out of it. 
These points w ere 
brought out during the two hours con­ 
sumed by the- m iners’ law yers in read- 
ing documentary evidence, to the whole 
of which the coal com panies entered 
specific and general objections. 
The 
mine workers depended a g reat deal 
on the evidence they had to present to 
show that the coal carrying roads con­ 
trol the coal companies and th at the 
railroads charge exorbitant and dis­ 
crim inating freight rates, thus greatly 
decreasing the revenues of the m ining 
properties.'’

From an authoritative source the in­ 
form ation is obtained th a t there will be 
no recession on the p art of this govern­ 
m ent w ith r^speet to questions involv­ 
ing Venezuela or any of the other gov­ 
ernm ents of South or C entral America, 
ast laid down by the president in his 
message to congress. 
Every detail of

section is being scrutinized w ith the 
utnaost care. 


It can be said authoritatively th a t no

serious troubles grow ing out of It will 
accrue to this country.

th a t both G reat B ritain and G erm any

JURY AT TELLURIDE.

Telluride, Dec. 15.—The special grand 
ju ry which has been a t w ork in this 
city for the past two weeks m ade its 
report to Judge Stevens today. 
W hen 
the jury was called it w as instructed 
to investigate the m urder of General 
M anager A rthur L. Collins of the Smug- 
gler-Union m ine and also to investigate 
the riots a t the sam e m ines during the 
strike5 of 1901 and the disappearance 
of W. J. Sm ith and W. J. B arney who 
were employes of th a t mine and who 
disappeared during th a t strike and who 
are supposed to have been m urdered. 
The grand ju ry today returned 57 in­ 
dictm ents, the m ajority of which are 
against persons alleged to have partici­ 
pated in the riots a t tfoe tim e. 
It also 
returns on?; indictm ent against “John 
Doe” for the m urder of Mine Man­ 
ager Collins. A num ber of the indict­ 
m ents were for m inor offenses. 


W hen Judge Stevens received the re­ 
port he did not order it read but he 
handed the docum ent to the clerk and 
ordered th at the men be arrested im ­ 
mediately. 
The nam es of 
those who 
were indicted will not be known until 
they have been placed 
under arrest. 
The sheriff of the county has secured 
R obert Meldt-un and another 
person, 
whose identity is unknown, to help him 
in m aking the arrests.

W ashington, Dec. 15.—The situation 
in Venezuela is causing much com m ent 
am ong senators and m ere are indica­ 
tions th at a resolution of inquiry m ay 
be introduced a t an early day. This 
proceeding in all 
probability 
would 
have been instituted today but for the 
fact th a t assurances 
w are received 
rrom the state departm ent th a t its in­ 
form ation is quite m eager. 
If the 
subject comes up it probably w ill be 
dealt with in executive session. 


The South and C entral A m erican di­ 
plom atic representatives here are in a 
state of anxiety th at finds expression 
in frequent calls at the state d ep art­ 
m ent for inform ation. 
No less thaai 
sK m inisters were am ong S ecretary 
Hay's visitors today although this was 
not diplom atic reception day. 
Sec­ 
retary Hay was in conference a t the 
W hite house for a short tim e w ith 
the president regarding V enezuelan af- 
j fairs. Senator Cullorn and R epresenta- 
! tivc H itt, th« head of the two com­ 
m ittees on foreign affairs of congress, 
also savv the president, but it was 
stated th at little attention was given 
to Venezuela. 


Among senators and representatives 
who have discussed the 
Venezuelan 
question w ith P resident Roosevelt the 
situation is regarded as serious, but 
it Is not generally believed th a t the 
U nited S tates wiii become involved 
in the controversy. 


The senate com m ittee on foreign re ­ 
lations madp a declaration of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine when the agitation over 
the Schom burg line in V enezuela w as 
intense. 
On January 20, 1896 the late 
Senator Davis reported the declaration 
resolution from the com m ittee. Sena­ 
tor Gray, now chairm an of the a n th ra ­ 
cite strike commission, announced th a t 
the report was not. the unanim ous ac­ 
tion of the com m ittee. 
The senate 
never took any action on the report. 


Senator Davis said the action of the 
com m ittee was a notice to foreign n a­ 
tions and was 
sufficiently 
effective 
w ithout any vote of the senate. 
The 
resolution follows: 


“C oncurrent resolution relative to the 
assertion and enforcem ent of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine. 


"Resolved. By the sen ate( the house 
of representatives 
concurring) 
th a t 
w hereas President Monroe in his mes­ 
sage to congress of D ecem ber 2, 1823, 
deemed it proper to assert as a prin­ 
ciple in which the rights and in terests 
of the United S tates a re involved, th a t 
the A m erican continents by the free 
and independent condition w hich they 
have assum ed and m aintained, w ere 
henceforth not to be considered as sub­ 
jects for future colonization by any 
European power; and 


"W hereas, P resident Monroe fu rth er 
declared in that m essage th at the U nit­ 
ed S tates would consider any attem p t 
by the allied pow ers of Europe to ex­ 
tend their system to any portion of 
this hem isphere as dangerous to our 
peace and safety, th a t w ith th e exist­ 
ing colonies and dependencies of any 
European power we have not interfered 
and should not interfere, but th a t w ith 
the governm ents who have declared 
th eir independence and m aintained it 
and whose independence we have in 
great consideration and ju st principles 
acknow ledged we could not vie w ith 
any interposition for the purpose of im ­ 
pressing them or controlling in any 
other m anner th eir destiny by any 
E uropean power in any o ther light 
than as the m anifestation of an un­ 
friendly disposition tow ard the U nited 
S tates; and fu rth er reiterated in th a t 
m essage th at it is im itossible th a t the 
allied powers should extend th eir politi­ 
cal system to any portion of eith er con­ 
tinent w ithout endangering our peace 
and happiness; and 


“W’hereas, The doctrino and policy 
so proclaim ed by P resid en t M onroe 
have since been repeatedly asserted 
by the United S tates by executive dec­ 
laration and action upon occasions and ' 
exigencies sim ilar to th a t p articu lar 
occasion and 
th a t 
exigency 
which 
caused them to be first announced and 
have been ever since th eir prom ulga­ 
tion. and now are, the rightful policy 
of the U nited S tates; therefore be it 


"Resolved, T h at th e U nited States 
of A m erica reaffirm s and confirm s the 
doctrine and principles prom ulgated b y 
P resident Monroe in his m essage of 
D ecem ber 2, 1823 and declares that it 
will assert and m aintain th a t doctrine 
and those principles and will regard 
any infringem ent thereof and particu­ 
larly any attem pt by any E uropean 
power to take or acquire any new ad­ 
ditional territo ry on the A m erican con­ 
tinents or any island ad jacen t thereto 
or any right of sovereignty or dominion 
in the sam e, in any case or instance 
as to w hich the U nited States Bhall 
deem such attem p t to bp dangerous to 
its peace or safety by or through force, 
purchase, cession, occupation, pledge, 
colonization, protectorate; or by con­ 
trol of the easem ent in any canal oi 
any other unfounded pretensions, as 
A m erican isthm us w hether under un­ 
founded pretension of rig h t in cases 
of alleged boundary disputes or under 
any other unfounded pretensions as 
the m anifestation of an unfriendly dis­ 
position tow ard the United States and 
as an interposition w hich it would be 
im possible in any form for the United 
S tates to regard w ith indifference.”

At the dolls' hospital the sorrows of 
childhood arc 
mended.

mimic infant that is presented there 
for healing has been lavished the first 
expression of the strongest hum an feel­ 
ing—m aternal love. 
The child's fond­ 
ness for her doll is the embryo of the 
mother's wonderful and powerful love 
of her offspring. 
So that each broken 
leg or dislocated shoulder or lost eye 
which is replaced or repaired by the 
doll surgeon tells of a pane- of sorrow 
of some child—a fleeting thing, to be 
sure, but a feeling that is tremendously 
important while it lives. 
So th« doll 
hospital represents pain just as the 
human 
hospital 
does. 
While 
the 
maimed toys each chronicle a serious 
incident in the life of a child, some of 
them tell much more. 
One day the 
doll doctor received an express pack- 
Carolina. 
The package contained an 
old and battered doll. 
The paint had 
been scraped from its nose and cheeks. 
One eye was out. 
A leg was broken; 
the head and shoulders were severed 
from the body: and sawdust, which is 
the doll's “blood." was escaping.

“ I wish," it said, "that in 
repairing this doll you would preserve 
with as little change as possible the

So the doll surgeon has a double of- 
flet— to heal the sorrows of the children, 
and to soothe and comfort the grief of 
the fathers and mothers. 
And he goes 
about it in a very practical way. 
He 
has all sizes shapes and complexions 
of dolls' heads: a great heap of eyes 
that can be substituted for those which 
are lost, and numerous odd legs and 
arm s th at are used to replace those 
which are broken 
or missing. 
Then, 
with thread-and-needle and paste and 
glue, and half a dozen young women, 
mending of the whole body is skillfully 
effected. 
It often costs much more to 
repair a broken doll than to buy a new 
one of the same sort. Never mind that. 
A doll once adopted by the little m oth­ 
er acquires an individuality which is 
néver lost, and the m atter of the cost 
of mending becomes a secondary con­ 
sideration. 
Every large city has its doll hospi­ 
tal. 
In New York there are several of 
them 
The doll surgeons do not con­ 
fine them«elves merely to the repairing 
of the toys. 
They m anufacture dolls 
. ir- specin1 nurposes or occasions, and 
they sell them, besides, by the whole­ 
sale a n i retail. 
The m anufacture and 
sale of dolls is one of the great indus­ 
tries of the world; and it Is an industry 
that will probably last as long as there 
are little girls in the world.—(Leslie's 
Weekly.

PHILIPPINE TARIFF ACT 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—The house ways 


and means committee today authorized 
a favorable report of the bill Introduced 
by Representative Cooper, chairman of 
the insular affairs committee, amend- 
ing .the Philippine tariff act so as to 
provide for a reduction of the -tariff on 
products of the Philippines coming into 
the United States to 25 per cent, of the 
existing schedules.

The bill further provides

rates of duty which are to be levied 
upon Philippine products shall be less 
any duty paid upon shipments from the

cedure employed by the Venezuelan 
government has not led to a satisfac- 
tory solution of the claims, in par- 
ticular the few German claims which 
would be presented to the commission 
have been, in part, unseemly refused, 
in part reduced,, evidently In an ar- 
bitrary manner, and even the recog- 
nized claims have not been paid but the 
Injured parties have been asked to sub- 
mit to a project of law to be submitted 
to congrese. After the failure of several 
attempts to Induce the government of 
the republic to modify the decree In Bald 
points the imperial government has 
been obliged Itself to examine Us sub- 
jects' claims and immediately' present 
to the Venezuelan government those 
which were found justified.

IN THE STATE SENATE. 


Denver, Dec. 15.—The political sit- 


uation took another turn this after- 
lit on and now contests are being con- 
ducted against nearly one-half of the 
members-elect to the coming legisla- 
ture. 


Harry Bryant, of the firm of Thomas,

FINED POB, EMPLOYING- 
CHILDREN IN MILLS. 


County Judge Lindsay this morning 


fined John L. Jerome, president of the 
Overland cotton mills; the Overland 
Cotton Mills company, and Dean Sut- 
cliffe, foreman • of the mills, each $50 
and costs for the violation of the child 
employment law. The charge against 
the men and the company was that 
children under the age of 14 years were 
employed in the factory. In imposing 
the fine Judge Lindsey said in part: . 
"The evidence in this case has been 
somewhat informal, and has assumed a 
rather wide range. The court, however, 
has determined this case upon what 
seems to be competent and proper evi- 
dence to be considered. Two witnesses, 
employes of the mill.- have testified to 
the fact that children under 14 -years 
of age have been employed at this mill. 
The president and secretary have testi- 
fied that they had no knowledge what- 
ever of such facts. It appears, how- 
ever that Mr. Sutcllffe, who is con- 
stantly at the mill and whose business 
Is supposed to keep him there, and 
Mr Cumnock, the superintendent of the 
mill who should certainly know t,he 
condition of affairs as to child labor 
upon the premises, have not seen fit 
to -deny the charges or to attempt any 
explanation. The witnesses produced 
by the defendants are therefore those 
who claim to know nothing of condi- 
tions at the mill, because they i say It 
Is very seldom that they visit 
the 
place 
Mr. Williams, the 
secretary, 


seems to be a very young man, em- 
ployed ns a clerk or private secretary 
to Mr. Jerome, the president, and I 
do not think from the testimony In this 
case that he can in any event be held j

6f the opinion, however, that 


responsibility in such serious and Im- 
portant matters, meaning so much to

welfare of little children, ot the 
state and Us citizenship, should rest 
heavily upon the responsible officers of 


generously -assunwd toy, some of -the 
largest corporations in the state, who 
have shown every desire to comply 
with this law and promote Its spirit 
and purpose.

Sutcliffe is clearly responsible and an

" The penalty provided by the statute 
is u fine of not less than $5 nor to ex- 
ceed JoOi I think the limit of the pen- 
alty thus imposed Is small enough, and 
with the exception of the defendant, 
Williams, I shall find all the. defend- 
ants now In court guilty as charged 
in the information of violating this 
statute as to hiring- or employing any 
child or children under 14-years of age 
for mill, or factory work, and a fine of 
$50 and costs will be Imposed against 
each defendant except the defendant 
•Williams."

The statute 
places the northern boundary line of 
New Mexico at the 3Sth parallel, when 
in fact the boundary line Is the 37th 
parallel. In describing the boundary 
of Colorado the correct parallel Is used 
The -counties which would be in New 
Mexico, if the 38th. should remain the 
boundary .line, are La Plata, Dolores, 
San Juan, Montezujna, Mineral, Archu- 
le.ta, Conejos, Costllla, Huerfano, Las 
Anlmas and Baca. The counties which 
the line divides would be San Miguel, 
Ouray, .Hinsdale, Saguache, 
Custer, 
Pueblq, Otero, Bent and Prowers. 
State F.nslneer McCune received the 
news in an unofficial way this morn- 
ing, but refused to discuss the matter. 
He stated it was simply the matter of 
an error in the printing of the statutes. 
It is hardly supppsed that the state 
would sit idly by and see one-fourth of 
Its area transferred to New Mexico.

Recent Earth Movements. 


Most people are aware that great 


movements, of. the earth's crust have 
taken place In nast ages. 
Geologists 
also know that these movements hnve 
progressed up tp the present time and 
we may add further, are still'in pro- 
gress. The general opinion of geologists 
nowadays, we believe, 1» 
that 
past 


movements have been relatively slow 
and gradual, an,d rarely paroxysmal 
sudden,! or sharp, thpugh some'move- 
ment's have undoubtedly been more 
rapid than othets. It is Interesting 
'therefore, to observe what movements 
tn,the earth's crust have gone on qoni- 
paratlvply recently, and what we }wve 


and wha't we can' actually- 'Wft - 
progress'in our own lifetime. ""W* can- 
not go deeply Into t««B subject In this 
article. Comparatively recent move- 
ments, such as tlie subsidence ajfld re- 
elevation of land, have long been noted 
along our coast -.lines In elevated sea 
beaches, and In depression* 'beneath the 
waves of well-known 
ojd> landmarks.' 


The' elevation of all the Pacific coast 
line from Alaska to ."Terra'del Fuego;", 
as observed by Darwin and many oth- 
ers and the depression of portions ot: 
the Scandinavian peninsula and Its ele- 
vation on the other side, are also weU; 
observed'facts. Hundreds of other oT5- 
servatlohs go to show the present-an 
well as past Instability of the earths 
crust beyond all' question. 
In the Arkansas canon, near Lead- 


vllle, a series of lake deposits 
form 


prominent table lands for some *mlles 
between the towns of Granite ana Lead- 
vllle. These lake beds were deposited 
after the glacial epoch. The sediments 
composing them'nave locally been con- 
solidated by Iron oxide Into a conglom- 
erate rock, and these strata, have been 
tilted from 10 to 25 degrees by the sub- 
sequent rising of the mountains around 
them either by the Mosquito or Sawatch 
ranee since the last glacial epoch. 
Along the foothills of our mountains 


on the eastern slope, near Boulder, espe- 
cially, the lake terraces show a; decided 
dip to the east away from the moun- 
tains; these lake beds are certainly 
postglacial. 


Of more recent local movements we 
have ample evidence in landslides. The 
base of Aspen mountain Is formed by, a 
series of landslides, which have evident- 
ly slipped off from the concave shell of 
granite that forms the backbone of that 
thin "knife-edge" mountain. The direct 
cause .of this slipping Is'doubtless an 
underlying bed of tilted, slipping shale, 
overlain by a .watersponge of porous 
idlorlte porphyry. That these landslide 
movements of the past are still contin- 
ued Is shown by the fact that shafts 
put down In Valejo gulch to reach the 
so-called "contact" could not be-kept In 
line, but ware perpetually closing in 
and moving down hill. 
It may be of 


some significance that Aspen mountain 
Is the theater of the greatest and most 
Intricate faulting movements of 
any 
mining region known to us in the state. 
We have already alluded to the crush- 
Ing of timbers in the mines of Smug- 
gler mountain; whether this Is due to 
"creeping" from excavation or to actual 
slipping of the hill may be a matter still 
open to question. From these brief ob- 
servations that have come under our 
own eye, we turn to those made by Mr. 
H. C. Lay, of Tellurlde. If there is any 
region ln; Colorado • where: earth move- 
ments are likely most to occur, it Is in 
the highly .volcanic one of the'San Juan 
mountains, and Mr. Lay has had un- 
rivaled opportunities for making his ob- 
servations during the past 18 years. ' 
"The importance of geologically re- 


cent earth movements In the Tellurlde 
region may be Inferred from the fact 
that the area of a single landslide with. 
In the quadrangle Is 10 square miles. 


"The practical good done by the report 


of the United States Geological survey 
In calling attention to the significance 
of these movements Is shown by the fact 
that on one property alone, situated in 
a landslide tract, considerable 
outlay 
has been made. On the publication of 
the United States report work wag in- 
definitely suspended and further fruit- 
less expenditure was avoided. The tract 
between the Elizabeth 
and Ballard 
mines was the scene oC unusual dis- 
turbances, continuing to a recent date. 
By some powerful movement the cliffs 
were split downward 60 or 70 feet and 
large blocks were • broken from their 
sides, the edges which are as sharp as 
If the fracture had taken place but 
yesterday. The earlier movements may 
have been due to landslides alone, but 
as the more recently formed crevices ore 
nearly vertical and do not exceed 10 feet 
in width, their most likely origin wag 
the short quick blow of an earthquake. 
"At Rico, 20 miles southwest, of Tel- 


lurlde, where (like at Aspen) the slid- 
ing Is constant. It Is reported that care- 
fully fixed-surface points havc'-mbved 
eight feet In six years, and that the 
posts In the mine levels which are orig- 
inally set with a ca'nt of six Inches 
gradually rise until they become verti- 
cal when they are replaced by others 
having the former Inclination. 
"Earthquakes have .doubtless had In- 


directly much Influence 
In 
bringing 


about landslides by the jar of the shock 
and liberation or 'direction Into ne* 
channels of subterranean waters. 
"On January 1, 1894, an earthquake 


occurred .with the usual vlbratqry and 
other accompaniments. In the volcanic 
'stocks' the earthquake was not per- 
ceived, but in the bedded volcanlcs It 
was generally observed on the surface 
near 
Tellurjde which Is located on 
graveland 'at fted mountain, six/miles 
east In the direction from which the 
wave Is said to have come. Red moun- 
tain, life It observed, Is nearer the sup- 
posed former focus of volcanic activity 
and has been the scene of much splfa- 
tarlc action. 


"Underground there were considerable 
differences of force. At Red mountain 
the miners fled from the workings of 
the /Ouston,' 
'Yankee 
OSlrl/ 
and 
other mines, while on the Tellurlde side 
with one exception they did not observe 
the shock or else paid no attention to 


''In the adit or low.est" surface level 


of the 'Sheridan' mine 
In' Marshall 
Basin', the miners 2,000 feet from the 
mouth, and 2,600 feet below the surface 
were drh-en out whilst nwsn In Level No. 
7, 170 feet higher and overhead were not 
disturbed. This adit level coincides with 
the division between'the andesitlc tuffs 
,and breccias of the San Juan formations 
and a superincumbent massive auglte- 
andeslte forming the lowest member of 
Messrs. Cross & Parlngton's 'Interme- 
diate Series'.

"Men In other workings of the 'Smug- 
gler-Union' 100 to 1,000 feet below this 
adit a mile south, noticed nothing of 
consequence, while a vortical shaft 668 
feet deep recently completed, was not 
affected.

' "In the succeeding summer and there- 
after, the flow of streams, both surface 
and subterranean, was much smaller 
than before and the mines were iri 
conpequencc much Inconvenienced. This 
dimunition while due In part to the 
disturbance is also in part due to the 
deep draining of the talus mounds. It 
Is likely that alight earthquakes are 
more common than p-cncrully believed 
In this region.

Co. .of Paris and is .in, the city to lopk 
after the mining Interests of his firm 
and their clients In the Cripple Cr.eek 
district, Mr. Higgins: has been iritir- 
est.e_d iii the last six years In the Vic- 
tor, Portland^ Isabella and 
ElHtjon 
properties. In addition to this" his firm 
owns considerable stock In the C. O. D. 
property and It is principally in connec- 
tion with this that the present,visit;to 
the camp-is being made.

When asked in regard to the feeling 


In Paris and other cities on' the con- 
tinent on the subject 6f Cripple Creek as 
a field for investment, Mr. Higgins was 
perfectly frank in saying that af the 
present time and under the present 
conditions the district was not receiv- 
ing much Attention from foreign in- 
vestors. "No," said he, "people abroad 
do not seem to care much now about 
Investing their money In Cripple Greek. 
I think as a whole Cripple Creek frorn 
the standpoint of the foreign investor 
Is not a decided success. At first peo- 
ple who put their money into the mines 
UP there, made money as we did with 
C. O. D., but soon the dividends began 
to fall off and finally we had to- put 
up money to keep the mines in opera- 
tion. No, I am afraid that the .senti- 
ment of the foreign investor is not very 
favorably disposed towards Cripple 
Creek, There seems to be the impresr 
sion that the gold was only found, at 
a slight depth and it soon became lost. 
The people are turning their attention 
to the gold mines of the Transvaal. 


"They believe that that will be'the 
greatest gold producing country for 
some time to come. 
. "I hope.that the Cripple Creek mines 
will improve with depth and that the 
water situation which Is new to me, at 
least the tunnel part.of it, will be suc- 
cessfully*"dealt with. It seems to me 
•that the price of labor is a little too 
high to make the mining .up there prof- 
itable." 


Mr. Higgins has been in the United 
States a number of times and is well 
known in this city. He is acquainted 
with the Bohbrlghts, the Crosbys, and 
others well known here among the 
brokers and large holders of Cripple 
Creek shares. He is a silent partner in 
the brokerage firm of Kean, Van CortT 
landt & Co. of Npw1 York city arid Is 
also interested in several banking firms, 
in London and other cities of Europe, 
Mr. Hfggins Is of French-English parr 
entage and was born in France. He 
received part of his education in France 
but also studied in England. His wife, 
who accompanies him on his present 
trip,'has been in America a number of 
times before so the present trip is not 
much of a novelty to them. Mr. Hig- 
gins will go to Denver this morning 
and to Cripple Creek tomorrow. They 
Intend to spend several days In'this 
city. .

Hope church^_o«"St. Paul, Minnesota. 
The congregation of the church will 
hold a Meeting-Wednesday evening to 
consideiCthe resignation. , peep regret 
was expressed by all,the members of-th* 
session that,,th0 pastor, tp whom-thex 


have been devoted for so long, should 
feel • compelled to resign his position 
here.

.-• Dr. Boyle gives his reasons for ten- 
dering his resignation and making a 
change of pastorate in substance as fol- 
lows: The desirability of a residence 
in a lower altitude, -especially for the 
benefit of Mrs. Boyle's health; the de- 
sire of escaping from, the heavy pres- 
sure cf work in a place where the drain 
on strength and sympathy is So very 
great, owing to the residence here of so 
many Invalids; the advantage of a 
change to a field of labor which, for 
good reapons, will afford opportunity 
for:the completion of literary work al- 
ready begun and for privileges of travel 
and study; and the recognized need of 
.a new organization in the north end. of 
the city which he has desired tp see 
established for. some time, and which 
can be more readily accomplished under 
newv.cohdltlbns. '

'A great many mis-statements have 
been published in different papers In 
regard to Dr. Boyle and his charge 
here, and in order to correct these re- 
ports ,the following facts are given. 
J5r, Boyle was installed in the pastor- 
fchlp of the First Presbyterian church 
of Colorado Springs. In November, 1S94. 
During his connection .with the church 
the membership has increased from 475 
to 1,125, not 1,600 as has been stated. 
Dr. Boyle has been chairman of the 
Presbyterian Synod of Colorado of 
Home 
Missions, Educational 
and 
Evangelistic work, and has. for seven 
years been a trustee of Qolorado col- 
lege. Tho First Presbyterian church 
Is now free from debt and is in an ex- 
cellent condition. 
•• It Is the intention of Dr. Boyle to 
begin work at his new charge in St 
Paul on the first Sabbath In January. 
.The House of Hope is one of the largest 
and wealthiest churches in the country 
and has a membership at the present 
time of nearly 1,000 members. . . 
•/The salary of the -pastor is $6,000 per 
annum and he Is furnished an assist- 
ant and a secretary to assist him In his 
work.

The call: from the House of Hope was 
recommended to the congregation of 
that church by tho trustees without a 
dissenting vote. 
During Dr. Boyle's Incumbency in 
this city he and his family have made 
many friends here and his work as pas- 
tor of the church has been very suc- 
cessful. The entire congregation of the 
church, as well as a host of other 
friends, will be sorry to. see the family 
leave Colorado. Springs.

She wanted to devote heself to Lauzun, 
and spent 84,000 pounds, a great sum In 
her time, in finishing the chateau. The 
enamoured princess summoned Le No- 
tre to lay out the gardens In the stiff 
style of Versailles, and looked forward 
to realizing her romantic dream, when 
Mine, de Montespan set on Louis XIV. 
to forbid the banns. Thp king- sent the 
lover to the Bastille, and only .released 
him when the greatest heiress of her 
time settled the revenues of many of 
her estates and made a gift of others to 
his legitimate offspring. 
She brought 


Liiimm to Eu. 


Louis Philippe came into the chateau 


and estate of Eu through his mother, 
nee De Penthlevre, great-granddaugh- 
ter of Louis XIV. and Mme. de Mopt- 
spau. -His title had root in an iniqui- 
tous act of tyranny. I dare say the' 
origin of most great fortunes would not 
hear better being looked Into; but as the 
wrong dono was so flagrant, It seems 
right that Nemesis should have quick- 
ened his pace to inflict chastisement. 


Louis Philippe made.Eu his seaside 


residence from 1S21 to 1S4S. He led the 
life of a country gentleman, without for 
•m'instant neglecting home or foreign 
politics, with which he ever dealt from 
a family standpoint. Queen Victoria, 
whose ideas about domestic life were 
so consonant with those of Louis PhiU 
Ippe, visited him twice at Eu with 
I PI- husband. She thought the place, 
the 
family, and 
ih,o 
entertainment 
provided for her "quite delightful," and 
brought back to Windsor a^Seyres corf- 
fret of great value and the tapestries 
that are in the oak room. Marie Amelie 
wrote from Eu to announce to Victoria 
Montpensier's marriage, and received 
here that letter from her late majesty 
which Palmerston thought a "tickler." 


The Comte de Paris wished to make 


believe that he only busied himself with 
high farming and literature at'Eu. He 
SUP t neaily UOO.OOO in repairing the 
i- at'aii, ai d owned all the fat pastur- 
iL'e am woodland thut llojHp' the Nor- 
man no-well appreciated, The 


for klne and horses was Invaluable to 
a great household, and to.a family that 
.often went to stag-hunts. The Comte 
do Paris' library at Eu, which had come 
dowii to him from his father and from 
Louis Philippe, contained about 30,000 
volumes. He wrote there some unread- 
able books, painfully dragged from his 
brain, and the fruit of slow and careful 
compilation. But his chief work lay in 
organizing the Royalist1 party, in form- 
ing committees in all the great towns, 
and In. every department, and In direct- 
ing a news agency which-he founded. 
He had sweet, gentle manners; put peo- 
ple at their ease by his simplicity, show- 
ed himself kind and considerate to hum- 
ble neighbors,' and charitable to the 
poor. The Republicans ever liked him; 
but they neither loved nor admired the 
Comtess de Paris, and saw in the Due 
d'Orleans a budding Rehoboam. The. 
comtesse had the mannlshness of her 
grandmother. Queen Christian, smoked 
big cigars, was a first-rate shot, and 
could not be tired out at a stag-hunt. As 
a housekeeper, her eye.glanced every- 
where. Under no circumstances was 
she to be argued with, and she gave her 
orders in the fewest words and in an 
imperious tone. Her imperlousness did 
not quit her as, four In hand, she drove 
to the great family char-a-banc, to pic- 
nics in the forest, or to the seaside. The 
bourgeois neighbors felt.startled at be- 
ing told from her that they, mjjst under 
no circumstances forget that members 
of the Orleans family were princes and 
princesses, and entitled to be styled roy- 
al highness 'and, monseigneur and 
madame la prlncesse. Exceptions were 
not to made'In. addressing the-.children' 
of the Comte de Pearls or of the Due'de 
Chartres. 
This was -uncalled1 for, as 
French people are never familiar. 


The family gatherings at Eu embrac- 
ed the different branches, and led to 
frequent balls, hunting parties; and pic- 
nics. One of 'the, cousin i guests used to 
be the Princess Louise of Belgium, who 
has since been so ' unfortunate.

generally came with-.her husband, who

.This triumph led to.the'passing of a 
statute to'exile the heads of dynastic 
families.' From the day In which the 
Comte de Paris, took leave of his friends 
and partisans, at Eu to embark for 
Folkestone, Eu remained shut up. The 
farm and 'forest brought in a handsome 
income, but the heavy insurances on the 
chateau and the taxes must have great- 
ly diminished the profits. 


The Nature of Japan's Leadership In 


' the Far East. 


Although she entered upon ambitious 
responsibilities when she engaged in war 
with China, and threw off the swaddllne 
clothes of youth when she negotiated her 
new treaties for the abolition of extrater- 
ritoriality, she is.now preparing to play 
a part in Asia more ambitious and more 
pregnant with responsibilities than any 
she has yet undertaken. Her new role 
may bo. described as that of the school- 
master of'Asia. In other words, recent 
events would Indicate that Japan will be 
the chief Influence to modernize China, 
to awaken Korea, to help'Slam, .and even, 
'incongruous-., though it seems, to co-op- 
erate with- Russia In making eastern Si- 
beria habitable and prosperous. The Jap- 
anese army of fleer, lawgiver, merchant 
and:general utility man seems to possess 
m.pro all-round capabilities for bringing 
out what is best in his fellow Asiatic than 
any other national. The average: Japanese 
understands' thorpughly and completely 
the average .Chinese, Korean and mis- 
cellaneous •Asiatic, • where the European 
and American labors1 in mystery and ig- 
norance. This :is natural. The Japanese 
people are akin to.other Asiatics. They 
are probably pf Malay origin, and so 
have racial sympathies with .the south- 
ern/Asiatics., Their written language is 
the same as that of China and Korea in 
its higher-forms, ana hence they have 
in this a bond of closer union tha,n any 
possessed by the Caucasian races. They 
understand the Asiatic point of view, 
and thtjj-'is;' a matter of cardinal im- 
portance- They-look at Europeans and 
Americans' largely through 
the same 
glasses fas gaze upon^the real of the 


They- are' not com- 


Koreans arid Siamese reach a conclu- 
sion. They can teach .and lead with a 
directness and efficiency that is luejclng 
among Europeans. In bringing out these 
comparisons,' I do not mean that the 
Japanese have not their weaknesses 
and shortcomings, or that in the com- 
prehensive economy of the world they 
are in any way superior to the pro- 
gressive races of Europe and America. 
They are, simply better suited to deal 
with their own kind, and they have.ad- 
ded to that quality 
immeasurable 
strength by studying, adopting, and 
mastering, to a commendable degree, 
the influences that have done so much 
to build up the nations and peoples 
of America and Europe. This argument 
is not a eulogy of Japan; it Is a frank 
description of what she is preparing to 
do at this hour. In playing the part 
of the schoolmaster of Asia she cer- 
tainly will have the good will of Amer- 
ica.—(From "New Japan: The School- 
master of Asia," by John Barrett, in 
the American Monthly Review of Re- 
views for December.

' ."from the beginning, nature and history, but now 


/ experience, too, cry out against the folly of the proj- 


- ect of Americanizing or Anglicizing the Filipinos. 


Recognize the men of Luzon and tho Vizayans as fel- 


'low Christians, .with rights equal to your own; consult 


their Ideas an8 sentiments and do what they want; 
and above all hear in mind that no nation can raise 
another upward, hut it can at most provide favorable 
conditions for it to stand upon its own feet and make 
its own mark." 
It is true that under the present Constitution of the 


United States the natural course of the Philippines, the 
Hawaiian islands and Alaska, as well as of any future de- 
pendencies that may be acquired as a part of the national 
territory, is towards.statehood. 


Recent decision* of the supreme court recognize the 


authority ot the United States as a nation, to hold as a 
part of Us territorial possessions islands or parts of a 
continent, for .w}ilch congress has not established a regu- 
lar fo^m of territorial government, and*for which there Js 
no prospect-of statehood in the near future. 


•But at the time our Constitution was adopted there was 


no thought In the minds of its framers of any such condi- 
tions. 
Then we possessed merely a narrow fringe of t«r- 


ritoryjilong the Atlantic coast, and the wildest dreams\ef 
the founders of the American nation would have been sur- 
passed by the vision of a continental nation extending nn- 
brokenly from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from the 
Lakes to the Gulf.' 


But because the United States has reached a stage in 


its development which was not anticipated by its found- 
'ere, and because the present Constitution of the United 
States does not provide a form of relation conducive to 
the best interests of tho people of the Islands and of our 
own country, are not good and sufficient reasons why we 
should abandon 'the task of making the most of the op- 
portunities thatji|aye come to us. 


In oth6r wppejs'.sadmitting that statehood is not the 


best fate for th^lsj'ands, and that permanent continuance 
as a territory isiinconsistent with American policy and in- 
stitutions, the task before us Is to consider what arrange- 
ment can be evolved that will secure the desired results 
in the largest possible measure. 


There is good-reason for believing that the American 


Federation.of States should be limited to the continental 
area of the North American continent. 
Puerto Hleo '.s 


not suited for statehood. 
Neither is Hawaii, and neither 


are the islands oi the Philippines. 
But on the other 


hand, those islands and others that may come into our 
control.and guardianship in the future may be of groat 
advantage-to us, and we may. be of great advantage to 
them in'ways that would not be possible if we were en- 
tirely independent each of the other. 


There is no good reason why the theories and, the 


j system of our government should not be extended In su«h 


a: way~as to permit elope relations to continue without 
subjecting ourselves and them to the disadvantages either 
of permanent territorial vassalage or of complete equality 
in statehood with, the present partners of the American 
union, 
•-. . 


Our present, states are bound together in the federal 


union upon the basis} of mutual advantage, mutual re- 
sponsibility and common co-operation. 
No states ought 


to he, admitted that cannot bear their part and discharge 
their duties upon this basis. 


But the American nation as a whole and the individual 


:, states as partners in the federation certainly have a right, 


and they can :lf -'they choose to do so, exercise that right 
through an amendment to their "constitution, or by the 
treaty making power without the Constitution, to enter 
into such relations with the peoples of other islands or 
lands .as will be to their mutual advantage. 


Congress has the power to constitute territories accord- 


ing to the accepted forms in such cases. 
And it has also 


the .power, or power can be given to it, to constitute semi- 
independent states bound to our own great union by what- 
ever ties of mutual advantage may be considered best for 
both, and possessing just as little or just as much part in 
matters concerning both parties as may be judged ex- 
pedient, • 


Congress has already taken action along this line in

THE ADVANTAGES OF SMALL POWERS. 


A 


BOUT the only thing that has been settled thus far 


in the Venezuelan controversy is that President 
Castro cannot be bluffed Into submission by a 


parade of warships along the Venezuelan coast and the 
capture of the little gunboats that constituted the Ven- 
ezuelan navy. There Is no doubt that these two great 
powers of Europe, which are the greatest naval and the 
greatest military powers In the world, can easily crush 
out any resistance Venezuela can offer, but the- interest- 
ing question they are now considering is, How much 
will it cost to do this, and will It pay In the end? 


Venezuela .le in a position to put up a very spiteful 


fight. The country is mountainous, and It is immensely 
distant from the allies' base of supplies. It has no com- 
merce to speak of and no interests that can easily be 
attacked, if Venezuelans bent on resistance, even the 
occupation of the capital might not bring her govern- 
ment to terras, and the position of the army of occupa- 
tion would be a most uncomfortable one. 


It Is the case of the Boers over again, v;ith the impor- 


tant difference that Germany and Great Britain do not 
have a free hand as the latter did in South Africa. Ttie 
Monroe doctrine is always worth remembering and the 
allies have no present inclination to forget it. 


It would be very much, better for Germany, Great 


Britain, the United Stated and for Venezuela herself if 
President Castro would listen to reason, pay :the just 
debts due to the two European powers and henceforth 
resolve to observe all his country's international obli- 
gations. But If President Castro will not act reasonably 
then it is the turn of the powers to decide what they 
will do next. 


T3te) progress of modern methods'in warfare gives an 


immetoee advantage tb the defensive, and Venezuela may 
possibly be able to make the invading nations pay the 
price "that staggers humanity." 


UNAMERICAN CONDITIONS. 


A 


S WAS expected by all impartial observers, the tes- 


timony before the strike commission is bringing 
out the proof of a condition of affairs that is repug- 


nant to American sentiment and inconsistent with Amer- 
ican Ideals. 


The conditions of existence in the Pennsylvania coal 


fields were such that an honest and hard-working Amer- 
ican citizen simply could not earn a decent living for 
himself and his family, and the treatment of their em- 
ployes by some of the great coal companies was not such 
as. an American citizen has the right to expect from his 
employer. 
. 


It is a well-known fact that for some years the only 


persons who were willing to stand the conditions in the 
coal mines were foreigners drawn from among the lower 
classes of immigrants, and that the coal companies have 
encouraged and promoted, as much as they dared to do, 
the immigration of this class in order that they might be 
able to secure workmen for the tasks that self-respecting 
Americans were not willing to undertake. 


It speaks well for the uplifting qualities of American 


associations that these 
degraded workmen who were 


brought Into this country to do the work that decent 
Americans could not accept, became in a few years in- 
tolerant of those conditions and reedy to risk suffering 
and privation in order to make their lot more nearly like 
that of workmen in other departments of labor. And it 
is certainly a very poor argument to say that because 
these people are miserable and degraded and unable to 
lift themselves up in the circumstances .by which they 
are surrounded, that, therefore, they are getting all they 
deserve and ought to be content In the low level in which 
they find themselves. 


The report o£ the coal commission can hardly fail to 


show the justice of a strike that is so generally approved 
by public opinion, and it is hardly possible that the oper- 
ators will be able to withstand the effect of the com- 
mission's report. In fact, there is likely to be a very 
effective Illustration of the working of compulsory arbi- 
tration, even' though the so-called "essentials" of Incor- 
poration of the trade's union and legal machinery for 
enforcing the verdict of the commission are- lacking.

HE ATTACK-upon Venezuela Is rapidly developing 


Into a more serious matter than was anticipated. 


It was supposed by Germany and Great Britain 


that at the flrst display of force, coupled with the as- 
surance that the 'United States would not intervene to 
prevent the collection, of-just debts Venezuela would im- 
mediately yield to the demands of the allies.

opinion was generally held also in the United States. 


But the display of force, (the seizure of the toy war- 


ships of Venezuela, and the bombardment of a fortress

stricken, are eager for war, and President Castro-and 
his people talk of nothing less than resisting the united 
force of two of the greatest nations in the 'world. 


NoJ only that, but the other nations of South America 


are becoming aroused'and there Is talk of united action 
to ward-repelling the unwarrantable aggression of Euro-, 
pean powers. 
Chile and Argentina, the strongest ftand 


most warlike of the South American states, 'are said to 
be foremost in this stand. 


Another noteworthy feature of the' situation is the 


resentment said to .have 
been 
displayed 
against tho 


United States because this country had not interpreted 
the Monroe doctrine in such a way as to p-^ent the at- 
tack. 
The United States will regret any los.. t prestige 


that may come as the result of such feeling, 1x4 It is a 
good thing to have it understood In South America just 
what the Monroe doctrine does, and does not, mean. The 
United States-- certaiflly cannot assume the position of 
protecting the South American republics in all their vio- 
lations of international obligations. 
They, are indepen- 


dent nations, and we have no control over them, and do 
not wish to have any. 
They must stand responsible for 


their own acts before 
the 
great powers of Europe. 


But this country has assumed the position that there 
must be no extension of the European political system 
to this continent 
American territory is not a field for 


European \coJonization, and the United States will not 
permit foreign powers to push their punishment of any 
American republic to an annexation or permanent occu- 
pation of its territory. 
There will be no EgVpt in South 


America. 


It is a very fortunate feature of the present Sputh 


American situation that there appears to have been a very 
clear understanding between Great Britain and Germany 
on the one hand and the United States on the other, in 
regard to this matter, and there is very little danger that 
this country will be drawn Into the quarrel, so long as 
it is a mere question of forcing Venezuela into a payment 
of her debts. 


But if Venezuela by resistance makes it a point of 


honor on the part of Germany and Great Britain to com- 
plete the conquest of that country, and If other republics 
of South America become involved, that will be a dif- 
ferent and a much more dangerous matter. 


If Germany and Great Britain had not believed that 


Venezuela would yield at a small display of force, pos- 
sibly the demonstration would not have beenundertaken, 
and it is not surprising that now as events deepen in 
seriousness from day to day, the members of the British 
parliament are asking themselves anxiously:_ What is to 
be .the outcome of it all?

The testimony showed that children. Worn 10 to "13 


years of age were required to work at night in the mills 
in violation of state laws, ajjd *for ridiculously- small 
wages. 
In one case a girl;}.! yearn old worked from 


7 a; m. until « p. in. for $2 a wfcek. An°ther 8lrl aged 13 
worked from 6:30 in the evening until 6:30 In the morn- 
ing for"85.ceai8 a night 
Another girl aged 12 worked 


12 hours each night for 3 cents an hour. 


According to the testimony before the commission, 


this child labor was not the result of extreme poverty 
en the part of the miners, hut was due more often to dis- 
position on the part of parents Or others in control of 
the children, to profit by the small wages thus obtained. 


It is> evident, however, that a conspiracy between the 


miners and the employers for the purpose of breaking 
the laws of the state cannot for any reason excuse the 
injury done to the commonwealth by such practices. The 
revelation of the sordid disregard of the rights of'these 
little girls IB cnly an additional reason for the demand 
on the part of the people and the government that the 
conditions in the anthracite region should tie reformed. 


These foreigners who are violating American ideas 


of justice and propriety were brought to these regions to 
take the places of other workmen who refused to submit 
tc the conditions and to accept the wages in existence 
there. 
Their revolt, afeainst unjust treatment and their 


desire to advance themselves in the scale ,of American 
citizenship Is most encouraging, and the evidence pre- 
sented to the strike commission is strong additional 
proof that'they ought'to receive the approval and the 
support of the* American people.

Pueblo, Dec. 4.6.—E. J. Fitzgerald, a 
structural iron worker In the employ of 
the American Bridge company and liv- 
ing at No. 1437 Eaton avenue, fell a 
distance today of 90 feet, and although 
weighing 180 pounds, he Jumped up 
when he landed and laughed at the men 
who came to his assistance suppos- 
ing that he was dead. Mr. Fitzgerald 
was working on a scaffold 90 feet In 
the air. In the dome of the room of 
new furnace "E" which Is now ready to 
he blown In within three weeks. 
In 
some strange manner a signal was 
given that the scaffold should be low- 
.ered and one man on the right end 
loosened the rope,, thereby letting Mr. 
Fitzgerald slide oft. 
He made one 


somersault and when about 30 'feet 
do-wn he struck a hawser rope which 
was at an angle of 45 degrees.

to buy. 
The sale .began at 10 o'clock 


and lasted until late in the afternoon.

the delinquent tax sale is the fact that 
the notice of the sale was published in 
a weekly paper located In Manitou and 
with" an insignificant circulation con- 
sidering the duty It was supposed to 
have filled in the advertisement or the 
sale. 
Of course another go.od reason 


is the fact of the heavy increase in 
the taxation. 


That Colorado Springs is regarded 


favorably throughout the state and 
that property here ranks high as an 
investment, was demonstrated by the 
fact that there \yere quite a large num- 
ber of outside bidders, principally from 
Pueblo and Denver, while "ie Cripple 
Creek district also contributed a num- 
ber. 
The local bidders were most 


in 'evidence, however, and they picked 
up everything that looked good wUu- 
out any hesitation. 
It is very likely 


that a- considerable amount 
of

property will be taken back by the 
original owners and as early as last 
night a number of complaints were 
heard from people who did not know 
that their property was going under 
the treasurer's hammer for the simple 
reason that they had seen no adver- 
tisement of the fact. 
.The purchasers 


of tax certificates are allowed but a 
maximum Interest of 12 per cent, for 
the first six months; 9 per cent, for 
the second six months, and 12 per cent, 
for the second and third years and it is 
not believed that many of those who 
bid in the more valuable property will 
have long to enjoy it;

THE VALLEY OF THE SHADOW 


Reminiscences of the Philippines. 


By an ex-Soldier. 


3OOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOO 
"It was in the Valley of the Shad- 
ow," remarked ex-Sergeant "Jim" Ri- 
ley, late of the army of the Philip- 
pine^, stretching six feet of brawn out 
in a bench at the Rio Grande depot, 
"this what I'm n-oing to tell you about, 
you know,. I call it that because it was. 
"We were lying in a ravine out 


beyond Balluag—the lieutenant, myself 
and ten members of the First Separate 
company, native scouts. 
The valley 
was all around us, the shadow was in 
a grove of trees 200 yards off our front. 
The lieutenant had just observed to me 
with a little smile: 


"-'If some American soldiers don't 
come across that rice field in a very 
reasonable space of time I am inclined 
to the-belief that there will be mourn- 
ing In -the town of Macabebe, province 
of Bulucain, this evening,' glancing at 
the Macabebe scouts. 'There also may 
be a few, a mighty few, expressions of 
regret at the University club in the lit- 
tle old town of New York, state of 
New York,1 he added as an after- 
thought. 
"To the right and to the left of the 
lieutenant stretched an irregular line 
of figures flattened against the ground. 
So quietly did they lie that they looked 
like lumps of dirt, their clothing being 
identically the same color as the 
ground. 
Onlv the heaving of their 
shoulders indicated that there was any 
life in the line. 
"In 
the 
blue cauldron 
overhead 
burned the sun like an enormous lamp, 
burning with a reddish glare through 
a mist of frothy clouds which dimmed 


the blaze, but emphasized the smoul- 
dering heat. The waste, of rice field 
was like corrugated Iron, reflecting the 
shimmering heat waves dully; an enor- 
mous furnace under a fierce fire. 
"The lieutenant lay stretched out 


with the rest of the line, but his face 
reclined upon his hands arid he was 
surveying the grove of trees, the only 
relief upon the horizon as far as the 
eye could see.

of her offspring. So that each broken 
leg or dislocated shoulder or lost eye 
which is replaced or repaired by the 
doll surgeon tells of a pang of sorrow 
of some child—a fleeting thing, to be 
sure, but a feeling that is tremendously 
Important while It lives. So the doll 
hospital represents • pain Just as the 
human 
hospital does. 
While 
the 


maimed toys each chronicle a serious 
Incident in the life of a child, some of 
them tell much more. 
One day the 


doll doctor received an express pack- 
Carolina. 
The package contained an 


old and battered doll. The paint had 
been scraped from Its nose and cheeks. 
One eye was out. A leg was broken; 
the head and shoulders were severed 
from the body; and sawduat, which la 
the doll's "blood," was escaping.

Never mind that 
A doll once adopted by the little moth- 
er acquires an individuality which 'Is 
nfiver lost, and the matter of the coal 
of mending becomes a secondary con- 
sideration.

tal. In New York there are several of 
them. The doll surgeons do not con- 
fine themselves merely to the repairing 
of the toys.
